Claims 1, 2, 4, 5, 7, 12, 14-20, 32 and 33 are rejected 
under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the alternative, 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Wang et al . (USP 
5, 952,433) . 

See the previous Office action at page 3 line 8 et seq. 
Applicants' arguments filed 4-7-03 have been fully 
considered but they are not deemed to be persuasive. 
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Applicants' remarks regarding all rejections except that 
relying upon Wang et al. are moot since all other rejections have 
been withdrawn. 

With regard to Wang et al . , applicants argue that the patent 
to Wang discloses only a polylactide but does not disclose 
poly (hydroxyalkanoates) . However a polylactide is a 
polyhydroxyalkanoate given that lactic acid, the monomer from 
which polylactic acid may be derived contains a hydroxyl group 
alpha to the carboxyl .
